.. .For cigarettes, cigarette tobacco, tobacco slicks, leaf tobacco, cigars, pipe tobacco, kreteks 
and bidis, the follovving six toxic emissions would be displayed; 

• CARBON MONOXIDE 

• TAR 

» NICOTINE 

• NITROSAMlNliS 

• HYDROGEN CYANIDE 

• 4-AMINOBIPHENYL 

For smokeless tobacco, the following toxic constituents would be displayed; 

• NICOTINE 

• NITROSAMINES 

In addition, the information provided on the labels would include an explanatory plirase 
about one (or more) of tliese substances, as follows:
